The Bloomer, dam of tbe Derby wiuner, 
George Frederick, and amongst others of Albert Vic- 
tor( which dead-heated with King of the Forest for 
second place to Favouius in the Blue Ribbon of 1871. 
was once sold in her earlier days for the bagatelle of 
a “pony” ($125). Neither of these, of course, was 
sold by auction, nor for that matter, was Laura, 
for which Mr. Gosden gave Sir John Astley a 
"pony,” and which rewarded him by producing 
inter alia such equine gems as Fraulein and Pet- 
rarch, not to mention Hotberhill, which is one of the 
two sires to which the paternity of 8t. Gatien is 
ascribed. Mr. Hammond’s good colt being by Ryrhcr- 
hill or The Rover. Many wonderful bargains, how- 
ever. have been secured by buyers at auction, some 
of which may be mentioned in a future article. 
Jnst now in many cases I am afraid horses are a 
complete drug in the market as far as most homo 
buyers are concerned. Only tbe other day a winner 
of ‘races, which should be capable of bringing further 
grist to the mill, was sent up for sale at Tatter- 
sail’s. He was worth to all seeming quite 30© 
pounds, but although entered to be sold for what be 
might fetch, so that a bid of a single sovereign 
would have secured him. no one would offer even the 
sovereign. — “Vigilant” in London {Sportsman.

Nine Belgian-bred horses, of which Prevoyant. so 
well known iii this country, accounted for three 
races worth 578 sovereigns, were returned winners 
at some time or another during the campaign so re- 
centlr <*nded. Roi de Coeur. Wallon, Baccara. 
Fakir III.. Mofat. Memorial, Kim III. and Fatal 
were the others representing our gallant ally, while, 
if lie failed subsequently. Iley-diddle-diddle was 
good enough at the beginning of the season to run 
Frustration closely for the Queen’s Prize at Kemp- 
ton Park. 

Only five French-bred lierses were successful in 
England this year, but oue of these, Khedive III., 
is entitled to the greatest credit as a game and most 
reliable performer. After accounting for the New- 
market Handicap. Duke of Cambridge Handicap 
and other races, lie finished third for the Cambridge- 
shire and divided the Final Plate with Lord Derby’s 
smart filly llasta. Le Oorsaire, which ran well 
in the French Derby last year, won easily at liis 
first appearance at Newmarket, but did nothing 
afterwards, and he, like his compatriots. Lc Melior. 
Jameson and Lelio V., was only successful on one 
invasion. It is perhaps a pity to have to mention 
a German -bred horse in this connection, hnt Engel - 
I liert. w hich figures as the winner of a hundred

Racing in Germany came to an end for the present 
year at Neuss on October 31, and, rather curiously, 
horses by stallions bred iu France almost swept the 
board, the successful sires including Ex Voto, Eider, 
Le Samaritain aud French Fox. One of the other 
races, the Final Plate, a dat race over a mile and 
a quarter, was won by one of the get of Dark 
Ronald (sire of Sou in Law. My Ronald, etc.), in 
the three-year-old filly Dido. At Vienna, too. French 
stallions have been doing well, two daughters of 
Gouveruant winning successive races. One of these 
was the valuable Henckel Memorial (about $5,00©. 
at one mile), which went to Herr V. von Mautaer 
bv aid of his two-year-old filly. Lora, by Gouveruant 
-— Lolotte. which was trained by Frank Butters, son 
of the veteran Newmarket trainer. A four-year-old 
gelding by Collar — Chere Marie won a hurdle ra«*«* 
on the same day. and Raehnrn and William Rufus 
were each credited with a minor race. 

The German Derby of 1917 closed on October 26 
with an entry of 145. for the same number, rather 
curionsly, as that for next year's race. The strong- 
est hand for the 1917 event is held by the brother* 
von Weinberg, who have nominated thirteen of their 
yearlings. Freiherr von Oppeuheim comes next with 
eleven, and then the Royal Gradltz Stud with niue. 
and Herr Haniel (owner of this year’s winner), 
with seven.
